EARLY ORDERING OF SEEDS 
IS DESIRABLE 
Disappointment may be the lot 
of the farmer who waits until 
planting time to order his seeds. 
The best varieties and the highest 
quality may be gone then or he 
may not get any seed. 
Clover and alfalla seed supplies 
are rather short, especially clover, 
and much seed of interior quality 
and of uncertain adaptation will 
be sold in order to meet the de­ 
mand. 
Ladino clover seed is in 
great demand, and the safest way 
to be sure of getting pure Ladino 
instead 
of 
the 
cheaper 
white 
clover is to specify certified seed 
Seed of the better varieties of 
oats, such as Clinton and Benton, 
will not be available in sufficient 
amounts although there are con­ 
siderable quantities to be had lo­ 
cally and from seedsmen. Ajax is 
a good substitute. 
Some of the earlier hybrid corns 
nearly always are short in supply, 
and the reduced yields and poorer 
quality in the midw'est also applies 
tty' hybrid seed.

PREVENT WASTE AND SAVE 
COSTLY FEED 
Spilled feed is expensive litter 
in the poultry house. 
It presents 
a disease hazard under som? con­ 
ditions, it wastes labor in refilling 
hoppers, and it is very costly. 
In some cases, the problem can 
be remedied by tilling hoppers 
only two-thirds of capacity and 
supplying only enough feed for 
one day’s needs. 
Hoppers should not be so wide 
and deep that it is difficult for 
the hens to clean up the mash in 
the corners. 
With hoppers too 
large, there is a tendency to place 
enough mash in them to last sev­ 
eral days. 
Hens seem to eat more 
mash when the supply is replen­ 
ished often, preferably each day. 
Devices, such as wide guards 
and 
reels, 
to 
keep 
hens 
from 
scratching in the mash, should be 
so spaced that hens can easily 
reach the mash without bumping 
their head«. V-shaped bottom hop­ 
pers, made by nailing a 6-inch 
board and a 7-inch board together, 
are practical and easy to make. 
A 
piece of board 2 inches wide and a 
half-inch thick nailed along the 
top edges on both sides of the 
hopper will prevent waste of feed. 
Remodeling of the present feed­ 
ing equipment can be the answer 
to much of the wastage problem.

GRAIN INQUIRY 
If high federal officials have used “ inside * inform a­ 
tion to their own financial advantage in grain transac­ 
tions. the c o u n tr y certainly wants to know all about it. 
Edwin C. Pauley, special assistant to the Seeretai\ of 
the Army, ha> vehemently denied that he did so. He said 
he started disposing of his own food market holdings of 
nearly $1,000,000 after he assumed the office, m aking a 
“ sm all” profit, but passing up about $10,000 more that 
he would have made if he had continued to hold them. 
It is difficult to understand how Pauley could con­ 
sent to serve under a President whose views on commodity 
speculation have been shown Fo be so different from his 
own. 
President Trum an recently declared the cost ot liv­ 
ing was not something to be “ kicked around by gamblers 
in the m ark et.” The other day Pauley rem arked, “ let us 
not be deluded by the pretense that trading in commod­ 


it ie s is the cause of the price situation. 
No wonder even 
Senate Democrats have suggested that the President de­ 
mand his resignation. 
t 
But the Pauley incident is a side issue. A rising flood 
of rumors has resulted in a demand that Congress investi­ 
gate the activities of all federal officials in the nation's 
grain m arkets to determine whether they have been using 
advance knowledge of government decisions for their pri­ 


vate profit. 


A brief item for Augsburg. Ger­ 
many tells of the arrest of a black 
market operator.

) to ensure that no Nazi roughnecks 
broke into the sacred confines. 
Old-line army officers, bankers, 
financiers and others who found 
lit profitable to feather their nests 
¡in the Nazi windfall made a fine 
i and polished front for his manoeu- 
J vres. 
Those 
lush days are past, of 
j course. 
Throwing People Together 
! 
But mere physical circumstances 
are throwing the German people 
closer together than ever before 


and the instinct for “joining” is 
being cultivated rather than re­ 
pressed. 
They are sleeping six or seven j 
in a room in the shambles of Ber­ 
lin. Thousands who were well-to-do j 
under the Nazis are working in the 
streets with the poorest laborers. 
it would be contrary to human 
nature, especially German nature, 
if these people did not bind them ­ 
selves together in some sort of 
subterranean fraternity. 
There probably are passwords j 
and cabalistic signs. Chalked and 1 
painted Swastikas still have a way 
of appearing on walls and side­ 
walks. There may be no definite 
and 
widespread 
organization 
as 
yet. But there is no doubt that 
the makings of it are there.

According To Tradition 
Traditionally Republicans have a marked distaste for defeated 
nominees.

W endell Willkie made mo­ 
tion for a comeback and was told “no” in a loud voice at the Wisconsin 
primary polls in 1944. 
Mr. Landon, alter his defeat by Mr. Roosevelt, 
never tried again. 
Mr. Hoover, who suffered the same fate, did not 
1 try very hard. 
One has to jump over the party lines or look deep 
j into the last century to find men w’ith the strength or inclination to 
win a party nomination after losing a Presidential election. 
Grover 
Cleveland won a third Democratic nomination and made a winning 
effort after a bad defeat. 
William Jennings Bryan, another Demo­ 
crat. had three nominations and no victories.

Secretary of T reasury S nyd er’s plans for a peace­ 
time U. S. savings bond drive may not be by any stretch 
of the im agination the complete answer to the problem 
of inflation, but it is a partial one, and a very good idea 
for both the nation and its citizens. 
For the ordinary individual who has money to save 
th ere’s no safer place to put it than in Government bonds. 
Systematic saving by means of E Bonds if o il a wide 
enough scale, would go far toward removing the dangers 
of a deflationary “ bust.” In fact i t ’s the one certain way 
of playing safe against the possibility of such a “ bust.” 
Such savings need not deprive industry and busi­ 
ness of needed investment funds. They should be re­ 
garded as an insurance against the vicissitudes of old 
age and infirm ity. W hen E Bonds are bought regularly 
they should be held until m aturity.

Oil Executives 
Seek Voluntary 
Cut For Fuel 


WASHINGTON. Dec. 19 — INS) 
—A committee of oil industry ex­ 
ecutives Thursday proposed a vol­ 
untary cut in fuel consumption 
throughout 
the 
eastern 
United 
States, and particularly in New 
England, to combat a “serious” 
shortage this .winter. 
The suggested program was sup­ 
ported by Sen. Tobev <R> N. if., 
chairman of the special senate sub­ 
committee which investigated the 
fuel oi! situation. 
The program 
was developed at the request of 
the subcommittee. 
Tobey warned that if it is not 
successful, “the only alternative 
is compulsory controls—and no- 
bodv wants them.” 
The voluntary plan is designed 
to take care of a predicted ten 
per cent oil deficit in midwestem 
and western United Stales and a 
15 per cent deficit in New Eng­ 
land. 
How Plan Works 
Tt calls for: U' A 15 per cent 
cut in oil used for heating between 
now and Feb. 1. 
■ 2> A system of allocation by oil 
companies to distributors on the 
basis of 1946-47 orders, with np- 
Dointmeni of ‘date oil coordinators 
to take care of distributors who 
have no regular suppliers. Letters 
were to be dispatched to governors 
of affected stated today urging ap­ 
pointment of the coordinators.

would 
be 
made by t he government to place 
in active service at the earliest 
possible moment tankers now tmd 
up or underegoing repairs. 
The 
committee reported that 95 T-2 
tankers and 37 converted Liberty 
ships owned by the maritime com­ 
mission are not in active opera­ 
tion. 
The committee also urged that 
refineries stop up fuel oil produc­ 
tion over the next 
few months 
and that tankers and tank ears be 
assigned to transport it to the 
shortage areas. 
Another part of its program is to 
be publicity on discontinuing the 
sale of oil burners and conversion 
of heating plants during the period 
of shori supply.

Begin by getting the

who is economical, always optimis­ 
tic and a real helper. 
Different Kinds of Business 
Business may roughly be divid­ 
ed: (1) Professions, including law, 
medicine, 
ministry, 
engineering, 
etc.; (2) manufacturing, the making 
of all lines of goods; (3) finance, 
or raising the needed capital; (4) 
agriculture, forestry and horticul­ 
ture, and * (5) distribution of the 
goods manufactured and the prod­ 
ucts raised. All are useful and all 
offer opportunities. 
Remember, 
however, that 1948 will be a year 
of war preparedness. 
Hence, it 
will not be a year to buy into gas 
stations or other lines which suf­ 
fered during World War II. 
The important thing for a young 
man is to analyze himself rather 
than to try to analyze different 
businesses. 
In all my experience 
I have never known anyone who 
qualified for all of these five 
groups, but I have known no one 
who is not qualified for at least 
one of these groups. 
All things 
being equal, the best opportunity 
today probably lies with merchan- 
disising, but a man must be bom 
a good merchandiser; he must love 
to sell goods if he expects to suc­ 
ceed. 
Capital Required 
I have always enjoyed selling, 
believing that both the employ­ 
ment of labor and the enjoyment 
of goods by consumers depends 
largely upon those who sell goods. 
The salesman is the great bridge 
between labor employment on the 
one hand, and living standards on 
the other. 
The very fact that 
salesmen are the only group that
